The Roman 
Catholics claim that it is oppression 
to refuse them separate schools 
where their religious views may be 
taught as the most important point 
in the child's education. They had 
separate schools in Manitoba until 
1890, when the law was passed 
abolishing them. Under-a clause 
in the Uharter of Manitoba which 
provides against oppression of min- 
orities, the Roman Catholics now 
appeal to the Dominion government 
to exereise such influence with the 
Manitoba government as will re- 
store their schools, and their ap- 
peal has been granted. — 

Manitoba may, however, refuse 
to restore the Roman Catholic sep. 
arate echools, and then will come a 
struggle. The Dominion govern- 


le} ment pays a subsidy to each prov- 


ince at the rate of eighty cents per 
head of the population. Ont of this 
subsidy to Manitoba the’ Dominion 
government may decide to with- 
hold sufficient money to pay for the 
property confiscated trom the Mani. 
toba Catholics, and to re-establish 
and maintain their schools. Or the 
government may assume the charges 
for maintaining these schools, rather 
than fight Manitoba about it, al- 
though this is quite unlikely.

Teems With Gold. 

Carcago, March 23.—John J. Mac- 
Intyre, of Sturgeon Falls, and W. B 
Pelton, of Appleton, Wis., capital- 
ista, and A. J. Thibodeau, of Baker 
City, Oregon, a mining expert, are 
atthe Sherman House, fresh from 
the new gold region about Rainy 
Lake, Manitoba. They bronghi 
with them six trunks full of gold- 
bearing rocks, as samples of three 
weeks’ prospecting, and the deeds 
to $250,000 worth of property 
bought in the region. 

Dr. Thibodeau, speaking of the 
Rainy Lake Region, said: «The 
most saguine gold prospector in the 
country would not believe the true 
story of the region. Never in my 
35 years experience as a gold min- 
ing engineer have I seen such a 
find. The territory in which the 
gold exists is about 40 miles north 
of Itaska county, Minn. It is the 
most picturesque spot on the con- 
tinent. It consists of a number cf 
lakes with timbered Islands, more 
numerous than the thousand islands 
ot the St. Lawrence. The banks 
and lakes and the islets are pre- 
cipitous, rising from 35 to 300 feet. 
All the region is underlaid with 
granite and slate. The gold veins 
ran both. We made dozens 
of blasts at different points, and al! 
the rock we dislodged was full of

Another fact, equally gratifying. is 
that although the Order is now in the 
20th year ot its history, an age when 
the death rate might sianenanty be 
increasing from year to year, the death 
rate for 1804 was 5.89 per 1000, as 
against 5.47 for 1893.

876 subordinate eourts. 

The Executive, too, make the pardon- 
able boast that there is not a single 
claim in dispute or unpaid. The 837 
claims were paid, on an average, in- 
side of 10 days after death.

A solemn hash fell over thecrowded court 
room, and every person waited in almost 
breathless silence for the answer to the 
Judge's question.

* The Suez Canal is in some respects the 
moat wonderful waterway in the world. 
As soon aa the traveler enters it he real 
izes that he is in the hands of the French 
A French-speaking pilot takes possessio ” 
of the ship, and all officers of the canal are 
Frenchmen, The gares, or tutnoute, where 
a ship waite to let another pass, are in the 
charge of old French soldiers, and it ia 


charming to see how they beautify their 
surroundings. When the sand of the des- 
ert is watered it always bursts with bowers, 
and every gare is a neatly painted little 
houre, and a blooming on, while grass 
edges the canal and the dreariest region on 
earth is transformed by French thrift. One 
of the moat interesting sights of the canal 
in early days wat to see one ship meet 
another, ‘The passengers on each crowded 
forward with greetings and the waving of 
hankerchiefs, and there were teara from 
the outward bound at the thought of what 
the homeward bound wera soon to see. 
The meeting ol ships ia now no longer a 
novelty. I once encountered the Khedive 
Tewfik’s yacht, with hia harem on board, 
as we passed through the canal. Of course 
we canght no glimpse of the ladies, but 
Tewfik &nd De Lesseps, who was his 
guest, came out on the sponson beam to 
greet us, and we manned yards with native 
sailors in henor of the two. 

“The canal passage is made in from 17 
to 24 hours, and, since the use of powerful 
electric lights has made night oavigaton in 
the canal ible, the journey from Eng- 
land to India is made with few serious 
delays, It used to be that all the coal for 
ships traversing the Red Sea was carried 
soross the isthmus on the backs of camels, 
Ships now commonly coal at Port Said.

which preceded it can not be laid down 
without one or more intervening crops are 


ordered rotation in which the pastures 
ahall appear, and if possible with unfailing 

Where root crops or corn crops are grown, 
or indeed any kind(of the cultivated crop, 
the aim should be in all instances te sow 
the grain crop which follows with grasa 


aeods, of course including clovers, where, 


these will grow. The following year the 
grasa may be outforhay or pastured, as 
desired, The more common plan is to out 
for hay one or two years and to pasture the 
third year. In sections with plenty of 
rainfall, swo cuttings of hay are sought, 
followed by one season of pasture, But in 


the dry sections of the West, it would 
sometimes be better policy. perhaps to pas 
ture for a longer time, and more especially 
when the dryness of the weather had led 
to failure to secure « catch of grasa for one 
or more seasons, Where the land was 
divided into fields, not fewer than three or 
four in number, there would then be « 
regular succession of pastures in the differ- 
ent fields. 


succession in the various kinds of 
that shall be grown = the same aia: 
when the regular in the rotation 
comes for sowing them. Whether that 
time will ever come is tical, The 
number of varieties that are really well 
adapted to furnish pasture in the section 
named is not large, hence every time a 
piece of land is sown with grasses, to a 
_ extent, at least, the same varieties 
ave to be resorted to, But doubtless 
some varieties will be added to those which 
we have that will enable us to have wider 
room fora more extended choice of vari- 
eties, 

Lands pre-eminently adapted to pastures, 
not only use of suitable soil conditions, 
but because of convenience and -good 
water privileges, may be renewed in at 
least two ways, They may be enriched 
through the applica ot fertilizers in 
various forms, or they. may be ploughed 
ap, cropped for two or more seasona in 
order to utilize to good advantage the 
decaying vegetable matter, and then 
laid down to pastare. When thus in 
reseeded, a variety of grasses should be 
weed, the more shortlived of which will 
soon disappear, but yet they may render 
good service while they live This is one 
form of rotation, or, if the term is preferred, 
one form of succession, 

Again, pastures may be to arranged that 
there may be a sort of succession of them 
upon tke farm the same season, Rye may 
come firet in order, then orchard grass, 
where it will grow, and following in close 
succession, blue grass, After the blue grasa, 
common clover, and next in order mammoth 
clover and timothy, or sleike clover and 
timothy. When these are eaten the com- 
mon clover should be up again, and then 
the grass, In localities where 
lucerne will grow it would mingle nicely 
with the common red clover, and if rye 
were sown in August for certain kinds of 
atock it would again furnish pasture in the 
fall, In thie way a rotation, or more prop- 
erly & succession, of pastures could be made 
to follow one another through the entire 
season, And this succession. could proba- 
bly be obtained by using half the grasses 
named, if the season when each is at ite 
best were carefully considered when the 
choice ia made of kinds to be sown. 


Feed Well in Spring. 


With the approach of spring, while the 
chill of winter is always in the air feed the 
atock well. In most cases increase the 
amountol grain, especially for working 
horess and cows in milk, s¢ well aa the 
weanling colts and calves, 

Physicians aay that usually « man’s over- 
coat is needed more in early spring than 
in mid-winter, The grain food is the wariw- 
ng element for the live stock, and it io 
surely more urgently demanded in March 
im the north, than earlier. As the - time

Nothing that comes out of Africa.except 
diamonds and gold, in eo much sought fer 
seivery. Nothing in tropical Africa haa 
incited so much enterprise and industry 
among white men, Arabe, and blacks a 
the collection and exportation of thie arti- 
cle. Some interesting queationa that per- 
hapa have never ocourred to many people 
have recently been asked by an English 
writer, The Englishman says, what is 
undoubtedly trae, that for many centuries 
huodreds of thousands of elephants have 
been wandering through theforeateo! Alrice 
He mentions the well-known feet that 
elephants are a favorite prey of licha, and, 
of course, when their fleeh ia devoured their 
tusks and sgeletons are left on the ground. 
He says that for ages the natives have un- 
doubtedly killed elephanta for food as they 
do to-day, and that the ivery, having so 
value to them, wae left where the animals 
fell. There are atilla few tribes in the 
Conge basin who are utterly ignorant of 
the fact that elephants’ tasks have any 
commercial value, They hunt the animal 
with their poisoned arrows and speara, ba 
eeok nothing bat ite flesh. Some of these 
hunters fashion small tusha inte war tram~ 
pets, but moat of them leave theivory with 
the bones, Only a-few years ago not one 
Upper Conge elephant hunter in » hundred 
attached any value whatever to the tusks, 
and most of the dwarfs, who are the beat 
native hunters, have no idea thet ivory is 
worth lifting from the ground. Then, of 
course, many of the animals die a natural 
death, their flesh ia devoured by wild beasta, 
and their bones and tueke lie where the 
elephant breathed his Inet.

Henri Rochefort is responsible for the 
departare of the French refugees. As soon 
aa the amnesty wae declared he promised 
to pay all their expenses back to Paris. 
Inspector Melville, of Scotland Yard, 
reports that seventy of the fellows availed 
themselves of Rechefort’s generosity and 
arenow in France ready for any new 
deviitry. They took their departure s+ 
odd intervals ander the eyes of the police 
agents. Many foreigners who have been 
leat sight of were discovered during the 
e@xodua, and the authorities in France were 
daly notified of their movements.

George Augustus Sala, the veteran jour- 
nalist, has been writing a series of articles 
eontrasting the cost of living fifty years ago 
with that of the present time.

Un the whole lam dusposed to think 
that the great majority of articles which 
we consume, and the accessories of ci viliza- 
tion, are considerably cheaper than they 
were, say, in 1834, but—and there isa 
great dealin this particular but—the cost 
of living 1 greater in the present year of 
the good Queen Victoria than it was in the 
last year of William [V, All classes con 
wume or enjoy a great deal more than 
they formerly consumed, still everybody— 
rich, moderately circumstanced or poor— 
want more than they formerly did. If travel- 
ing by rail orsteamer be cheaper, all classes

distances than they were formerly acoustom- 
ed to do. They have more clothes, more 
more finery, more books and

What People Should Know. 

PACTS ABOUT CHILD-SAVING IN ON- 
: TARIO. 

Any person sending children beg- 
ging may be sent to jail for three 
months or fined $100. 

Any saloon-keeper who gives or 
sells liquor to a boy under cighteen 
years of age, is liable to a penalty 
of $20. 

Any person found guilty of giv- 
ing or selling tobacco to a boy 
under eighteen years, may be fined 
$10 and the sum may be increased 
to $50. 

The keeper of a licensed pool or 
billiard room who allows boys 
under sixteen years to frequent his 
premises may be fined $10, half 
the fine to go to the informant. 

Every child between the ages of 
eight and fourteen years must at- 
tend school, unless excused for 
some reason. 

No boy under twelve years, and 
no girl under fourteen years can be 
employed in any factory. 

Any municipal council may pass 
a by-law preventing the posting of 
indecent placards or pictures cn 
the walls, fences or any public 
places. 

Any person who leads a girl 
from the paths of virtue is liable, on 
conviction, to two years imprison- 
ment, 

Any person who criminally as- 
saults a girl under fourteen years 
of age is liable to imprisonment for 
life and to be whipped. 

Any person who sells or gives a 
pistol or air-gun or sells ammuni- 
tion thereto, to a boy under sixteen 
years of age, is liable on conviction 
to a penalty of $20.

PEOPLE’S BANKS IN GERMANY 


They are Bucceséfal and Beem to Have 
felved a Dificult Preblem, 

A short paper in the current iene of the 
North American Review calls attention to 
an eoonomic fact fall of interest, the enc 
cessful working of ** people’s banks” in the 
German Empire. This credit organization 
is not to be confused in any way with 
pawnbrokerage, whether the latter be 
carried out in the theory of Shylock or of 
the philanthropist, Yet the pledging of 
personal property is not altogether excluded 
trom the sphere of its operations. The, 
modua operandi of these banks is copied 
largely from the experience of other banka ; 
it ia simple, it seeme to have been success- 
ful, and to have solved « difficult problem, 

The system was organized by one Hert 
Schulze,at Delitesch, in Saxony, about forty 
yeara ago. A few workingmen paid up « 
small capital in weekly installments,and.on 
the basia of — in they obtained 
loana from the k on security. The 
bank thus became an iavestment and an 
instrument of credit. These “‘volks banken,” 
when their methods became fully known, 
many.

membership of over 1,600,000, « capital of

to use in loan associations for house- building 
pur , and has mét with note ble success 
in the United States and England.

dark nights or toggy daye to think that they 
were out of their reckoning, and to be fear- 
ful for a moment for their veasela. 

The Cape Oaneo buoy wae torn from its 
moorings by heavy ice that drifted down 
with the Arotic current in December 1893. 
It followed the current for more than a 
month. [t was firet observed by « passing 
oraft on Jan. 22, 1804. It then took a south. 
weaterly coures, and drifted in that direo- 
tion until Feb, 9 when it came within the 
influence of the Galf Stream and north weat- 
erly gales, and started off to the southeast, 
eressing the steamship track and potting 
about 180 miles southwest of it. ‘It then 
dritted in a northeasterly direction and 
stenck into the steamship line mn late 
in April. It followed the lane for more 
than miles, and on July 5, 1894 it took 
® leg east-southeast, Currents and storms 
sent it flying northward on Aug. 10, and it 
went completely across the steamship track 

in. It was seen on Nov, 13 up in lat, 
61° more than 100 miles above the Earo- 
pean side of the steamship track ; then it 
was driven diagonally across the track once 
more, prevamably by strong northwesters, 
and wee last sighted on Feb. 9 by the British 
steamship Mab, which was bound from a 
European port to Galveston. It ie probably 
now with « eluster of derelicte, knocked 
out by the February hurricanes within 400 
miles of the Iruh coast. The Captain of 
the Mab reported that the buoy was heavily 
freighted with barnacles and very rusty, 
but was hoarsely blowing aa well as when it 
drifted away from Cape Canso, The sign 
on ite side * Cape Canso” waa not in the 
least affected by the weather. 

The track of this phenomenal drifter is 
longer than that of some famous derelicta, 
It haa been seen fourteen times by ocean- 
orossing veesela. The probability ia that 
this record might be doubled if all orafts 
that had it had reported it.

show aleo that from 1851] to 1888 criminal- 
ity increased at the rate of 200 per cent,, 
and insanity at the rate of 138 per cent., 
and that of every 100 deaths among the 
male portion of the community eighty can 
be traced to alcoholic causes. M. Lejune 
attributes this di:aitrous state of things to 
two causes, The ftiretis the insufficiency 
of the food procurable by the working 
classes, and the second the ova 
quality of the apirite purchased them.

Hints to Beginners in Dairying. 

The first thing the prospective dairyman 
needs to have is cows, says a writer. Per- 
haps he already has « few, if #0, even 
though they are not of the most approved 
dairy breed, a very good herd may in « few 
years be had by buying at oncea thorough- 
bred bull of the breed which you consider 
beat. Opinions differ as to this, bat as for 
me it would be a Guernsey, all things being 
considered, By the use of such an animal 
your heifer calves from common or native 
cowe will be a very great improvement upon 
their mothers, and by following this grading 
up for a few years a berd can be obtained 
fully as good for practical purposes as the 
thoroughbred animals. This is a face 
whioh is demonstrated upon many a farm 
to-day, - 

If the beginner in dairying has the money 
to inveat he may buy aa many blooded cows 
aa he pleases, but for the poor maa, or one 
who has not plenty of money, the first 
method will do equally as ‘well, for the 
actual results stow that as thoroughbred 
cows average the grades give ua just ae much 
and ae rich milk.

Lime as a Fertilizer. 

Many persons in whose good judgment 
and sense everyone has confidence insist 
that lime ie not « plant food, and is there- 
tore aseless as fertilizer, Now, a plant 
food is considered to be anything that 
being contained in plants to « large extent, 
may be appplied to the soil to contribute 
to the. supply of it for the crops. When we 
eee that when such an element of plant 
sabstance ts applied to the soil the follow 
ing crop is greatly helped, we can hardly 
agree with the opinion that it is not a food 
for plants, writes a correspondent. He 

eaye : 

If we study the composition of planta, 
we find that lime is the most important 
part of the minerslelc:...ote of nearly every 
one, The ash of a plant is made up of 

these miheral elements, and by examining 
| the ash we may discover what kinds an 

i quantities of mineral matters the plants 
require, And it is to be remembered that 


in the growth of plants every element 
found in them is indiapeaabtte. But now 
much more muat it be so, if auch a thing 
were possible, for one element to be more 
indispensable than another, for lime, which 
exista in such a large proportion, to be 
anything but indispensable ? 2 
And this must be thought #0 as we con- 
sider that in the ash of hay one-eighth 


a 


than a third of it is lime. In the ash of 
potato tops nearly one-half is lime. The 
ashea of wood, which we think so valuable 
on account of the potash in them, have 
several times more lime than potash, the 
lime amounting to from 30 to 70 per cent 
And there ie not one plant grown that has 
not lime in ita ashes. The same applies to 
potash and phosphoric acid, and reasonably 
these are supposed to be food for planta. 
Why, then, is not lime aplant food? Surely 
it must be #0 considered. 

Thé beat farmed localities in the world 
are those where the soil contains a jarge 
ee of lime, being derived from the 

ecomponition of limestone rocks, But it 
is not so mach onaccount of thelime inthe 
soil that the land isso well farmed and so 

uotive, bup mostly for the reason that, 
ime being there abundant and cheap, the 
farmers burn the limestone and make lime 


is pat in some vinegar, This will foam up 
rot boil over the cup, and « larger quan- 
tity of gas will be evolved, In the end 
there will be no more acid in the vinegar. 
And thisis one effect of lime on the soil 
that is sour, such as swamp land, in which 
the excess ofacid prevents the growth of 
“~ useful plants. 

{we put some lime ona dead animal or 
any other organic matter, it will quickly 
decom it and reduce {t to ite original 
elements, afd thie ia one effect of lime 
when used in a compost, the matters thus 
decom then becoming | ore manure 
and useful food for planta d thie same 
effect is produced in the soil when quick- 
lime is applied, as it uaually is in the 
fall, when the land is prepared for wheat 
and grass and clover seeding. But the 
chemist may take some sand or other min- 
eral matter and mix with it and then add 
water, forming silicate of lime, and 
taking the silica from the potash or the 
phosphates or magnesia or the alumina, 
ets., that the soil is made up of, the lime 
renders these elementa of plant food soluble 
and available for the crops. 

Now, this isa small part of the natural 
history of lime as it is used in good farming. 
And with such a history we must realize its 
value to the farmer quite independently of 
the fact whether it is actually « plant food 
or not. And as this is the season when the 
land is in the best condicion for the applica- 
tion of lime, as lime is moat soluble in cold 


of rain, when it is easily apraad quite evenly, 
#0 aa just to whiten the surface, with a lon 
handled shovel. But when the lime ie thus 
used for the wheat it is not advisable to use 
superphosphate until thespring. It canthen 
be used to advantage.

The Art of Milking. 

One drawback to dairy work, where one 
haa to truat to hired help » great deal, is te 
get good, honest milkera, Too many bired 
men are neither cleanly in their methods 
nor honest to the cow her owner by 
milking clean, Very Mw, if any, people 
can fod pleasure in milking « number of 
cows moroing and evening for month alter 
month, bat yet it mast be done with the 
most perfect regularity and theroughness, 

The udder must be emptied to the last 
drop, and if this is not done every tities the 
supply will fall short every time—that 7 
nature finding that more milk hae been 
produced than is required, will abstain from. 
producing so much milk and devote the 
food to the production of fat or muscle, 

Almost anybody can milk « cow, Lat 
there are few who can doit properly. It 
ia an art, and the man who oan practice it 
is worth more to the dai than any 
other help, The art of milking fe to draw 
it off steadily, quickly (by oo means hur- 
riedly), and completely, 

Ifthe milk-man understands the cow, 
she will look to*him as ber friend, and 
yield ap hee milk with because 
the distention of the udder is psinful to « 
certain extert, But when a cow becomes 
troublesome, tries to kiek ower the pall, 
won't give down her milk, and"so on, 
is a cause for it, aod the cause 
generally be found outside the cow—she 
hae mot ue properly treated and she re 
sonte it,

nearly all cases the structure of the lung 
tisene ia altered and the air cella are more 
or less permanently dilated and ruptured, 
By preper leeding and cer taf 
unt very bad, an animal can be rendered 
comparatively useful, but cannot often be 
rmanently benefited. 

For every ten sick horses there are about 
109 lame ones, Pain in the joints, tendons 
or bones ia moat severe, orees seem to 
aave an ixistinctive dread of ¢ ing their 
position when lame, When « horse has 
received a kick or # severe injury, and ia 
iame, as you value him, don’t work him for 
awhile I knew some of you may have 
worked such cases until they would travel 
sound, bot it isa poor policy. Don's dott, 
Suppose you had sustained « violent kick 
or brawe upon ove of your lower limbs,and 
your doctor had told you te go ahead, to 
pus your whole weight upon the injured
